t 600 Chinese non-com batants were 
killed or wounded and the whole 
of Shanghai was plunged into fresh 
terror today by a Japanese bomb- 
! ing squadron. 
M ayor O. K Yui announced 200 
persons were killed 
and 
400 In­ 
jured when 16 giant planes rained 
tons of explosiv es into the hum an­ 
ity-packed N antao quarter, adjoin­ 
ing the French concession on the 
southern side of the city. 
Besides the norm al population of 
the Chinese business and residen­ 
tial section, thousands of nativ es 
had taken refuge there. 
The attackers swept ov er the sec­ 
tor sev eral times, leav ing a field of 
death and destruction a half-m ile 
square. 
Fires Spring Up 
W idespread 
fires 
quickly licked 
the debris spread by the bombs 
and m any of those who escaped 
Uie hurtling projectiles were burn­ 
ed to death. 
Shrieks 
of 
the 
war-m addened 
Chinese populace rushing widly in 
ev ery direction m ingled with the 
groans of the dying and the roar 
of the spreading flames. 
N antao became a v eritable In­ 
ferno. 
The raid was another of Ja pa n ’s 
remorseless cam paign to terrorize 
non-com batant 
a n a s .

If 
he takes a chance and loses, th at’s his hard luck. 
Diplomats, of course, have rights above those of 
ordinary citizens. 
As representatives of their gov­ 
ernments. they are entitled to special consideration. 
Injury to them is more than their personal affair; 
it is an international incident. 
Yet, with long mnge guns dropping shells promis­ 
cuously over wide areas and with airplanes spraying 
bullets and bombs with all the irresponsibility 
rf 
pigeons, it is evident that governments no longer can 
insist on the absolute inviolability of their diplomats 
in a war zone 
Accidents will happen. 
A particularly bad one has happened to the British 
ambassador to China, Sir Hughe Knatchbull-Huges- 
sen, whose automobile was a target for a Japanese 
airplane. 
Bir Hughe, traveling on a public road, 
was no safer than any other innocent bystander. 
Yet, as the representative of his government, he was 
entitled to special protertion. 
The new mode of fighting, calculated to terrorize 
civilian populations, evidently Is going to leave its 
mark on diplomats, too. 
Their chance* of survival 
won’t be much better than 
anyone else’s chance* 
when the gun crews and bomb droppers get busy. 
The effect may not be entirely unfavorable.

No. 1 labor troubleshooter. Mr. McOrady is a highly 
valued n< w deal official. 
His salary, $9,000 a year, 
is good, irom a government standpoint, but less than 
he can command as industrial relations chief of the 
Radio Corp. of America. 
So Mr. McOrady quits the government. 
Govern­ 
ment must try to find someone else to take his place 
If successful in Its searrh, Its next labor trouble­ 
shooter probably will be able to command Important 
money In private Industry, too. 
TImj Held of indus­ 
trial relationships Is opening up; government and 
Industry both need men who know their way about. 
Industry, however, enters the competitive bidding 
for their services with a tremendous advantage. 


No successful man seems immune from the hypno­ 
tism of the modern hurrah.
